White-slave dens, places 'of 
the 


lowest imaginable order, where ig- 
norant girls are lured to a horrible 
fate and kept prisoners, sprang up 
during the Ashbridge administration, 
and had reached their greatest num- 
ber a few months ago when the Law 
and Order Society started on its most 
successful crusade. 
In striking at 
the white-slave evil the society hit 
one of the bulwarks of the Organiza- 
tion's strength. The members of the 
white-slave syndicate, many of whom 
are now in jail, are politically pow- 
erful. 
One of them, "Abe"_ Carlos, 


was strong enough to get the recom- 
mendation of David J. Smyth, then 
Director of Public Safety, and James

die" Cuilen, who died several weeks 
ago, was allowed to run a gambling- 
den in which policemen in uniform 
were often seen, either drinking or 
gambling. 
In political cases police- 


men were sometimes sent to Cuilen 
for orders. 


It is such conditions that the Law 


and Order Society has had to contend 
against, with Secretary Gibboney's 
life threatened, the police force op- 
posed to him, and other sworn offi- 
cers of the law throwing every possi- 
ble "obstacle in his path; but his work 
will continue until an honest admin- 
istration shall, by enforcing the laws, 
do away with the need for the Law 
and Order Society.

A case 
in point occurred here last week 
which furnishes a remarkable illus- 
tration of the difference between the 
poor and rich before the law.

was Incorporated it was almost an ex- 
periment as to whether the invest- 
ment would be a profitable one or 
not.

The Department of Agriculture 01 


Pennsylvania, by a recent act of Leg- 
islature, requests agents 
handling 


fruit trees, etc., from nurseries in 
this and other states to have a certifi- 
cate giving them license to sell. Anj 
one buying trees should require the 
agent to show his certificate and b 
sure he is not a fake selling stocl 
for a fictitious nursery. 


Any shipment of trees having San 
Jose scale and club root should not 
be accepted, and the agent's and 
nurseryman's names should be re- 
ported to the department at Harris- 
burg. The appearance of either is a 
direct violence of the law. 


It is my duty to examine all ship- 
ments of stock, if requested, which 
should have a tag showing the certifi- 
cate of the firm or nursery on every 
onsignment.
